To  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  your  profession,  you  have 
always  seemed  to  me  to  conjoin  a  sound,  well-balanced  judg¬ 
ment.  And  enjoying,  for  many  years,  a  large  private,  in 
addition  to  an  Hospital,  practice,  you  have  been  enabled  to 
superadd  practice  to  theory— to  obtemper  the  speculative 
by  the  practical.  This-all  competent  to  judge  know  to 
be  an  essential  requisite  in  a  teacher  of  the  Principles 
and  the  Practice  of  Medicine. 

Nor  are  you  untried  as  a  Teacher.  One  may  have  all  the 
requisites  foregoing  and  yet  fail  as  a  teacher.  Yet,  foi  the 
last  ten  years  you  have  been  one  of  the  Lecturers  on  Clinical 
Medicine  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  here— a  position  linking  you 
closely  with  the  University,  both  as  a  teacher  and  as  an  ex¬ 
aminer —Clinical  Medicine  forming  an  integral  part  of  the 
University  Curriculum.  The  subjects  of  Clinical  Medicine 
and  Practice  of  Medicine  are  co-extensive.  They  cover  one 
and  the  same  field  of  research.  And  I  would  here  remark 
that  it  is  far  more  difficult  to  teach  well  clinically  than 
it  is  to  teach  well  systematically  in  the  University  class-room. 
As  a  Clinical  Teacher  I  was  associated  with  you  seven  years, 
and  it  accords  with  my  personal  knowledge  that  you 
acquitted  yourself  well — giving  entire  satisfaction  to  youi 

students. 
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As  to  your  contributions  to  the  Science  and  Literature  of 
the  Profession,  they  have  been  neither  inconsiderable  in  num¬ 
ber  nor  without  value.  And,  indeed,  should  the  Crown 
appoint  you  to  the  Chair  you  aspire  to  hold,  then,  with  your 
enviable  position  as  an  Hospital  Physician,  I  do  not  in  the 
least  doubt  but  that  at  your  age,  with  your  ripe  judgment, 
and  with  the  promise  you  have  already  given,  you  will  help 

on  the  good  work  of  adding  to  our  stock  of  scientific  and 
practical  knowledge.
